fLOUDS SEEM BLACK ON BOTH SIDES

Ountiook In Silver as Dark ar the Lower
FLevel vn the Robert B Loe—General
Smash Predioted hy the
Disevuraged,

Desven, aug. 4.—[Spoclal Telogran: to
Tag Bre. ] —Time brings no improvement in
the condition of afMuirs in the mining dis-
tricts of this state and the indications are
that it will be but a short time until the fow
silver minos which are in oporation will be
closed down altogether, unless there is some
speedy and favorable action taken at the
coming specinl session of congress. With
the onactment of such legisintion, itls o
question {f it will come in time to save the
country, as it has bocomo apparent that the
bottom has not yet boen reached.

In the Leadvillo distriet, which includes
the county of Lake and is known ns the
richest sllver producing territory In the
world, n complete stagnation prevails, anc
scarcely n mine is in operation. Where one
year ago 15,00 men were employea at snla-
rios ranging from § to $4 per day, the total
number of men at work will not exceed
200, and most of these at reduced wages.
One yonr ngo the men in the mines, the men
in the mills, the ore haulers and the charcoal
burners were all employed and the eutire
country was in a most prosperous condition.’
Now, howevor, the situstion is ehnoged and
instead of men  naving money in their
pockets they are begging for ovread or
tramping from enmp to ¢amp in the expecta-
tion of striking something 1 the placer
mines which have been worked and re-
worked,

Troe of Other Pinces.

This will apply not only to the Leadveille
country but it will hold good in every mining
camp in the state. Many of the men have
left the country, while a fow of them, but
not many, are in Camp Relief in this eley,
supported by the charitios of tho peoplo,

The opinion has gone abroad that discon-
tintuing work 1n the mines cannot seriously
effect the growth and prosperity of this civy,
but this is o mistaken iden, especially s it
exists. It is a well known fact that Denver
ia the great depot of the whole of the min-
ing territory of the state, and the whole
northwest as well, Here are located the
great wholesale houses that sell the ma-
chinery and supplies to the hundreds of niines
within a radius of a fow score of miles, Here
nre located the great redugtion works where
the erude ore is converted into marketablo
goods and then sent to the mints to be
colned into the dollars, which are nlleged to
be nt the bottom of all of the present trou-
bles, The owners of the most of these
great stores and works are sitting about
their doors, patiently waiting for something
Lo turn up and dispel the cloud of ruin that

hovers about them at this time. While
they aro trying o Dbelieve that
eiach  cloud has 1ts silver lining, thoy

unhesltntingly declare that the one which is
now about them possesses nothing to cheer
and muke glad the heart of the man who is
long on silver.  Did this condition of nffuirs
extend only to the men who are directly in-
terested in mines it would not be so serious,
but it does not end there, for it affects nenrly
every man in the swwte and all of the in-
custries, infant ns well as those of muture
years.
Trado Genoral'y Stagnated.

This has always boeu n mining state, and
fts prosperity has depended exclusively upon
the output of the mines, Every mercinnt
in tho state and every trade is directly in-
terested in the bullion that is dug from the
ecarth and, with none being dug, tho whole
stato must be upon the brink of bankruptey.
This Is not n mere wuess, but it is n
faot which is borne out by tho stato-
ments  of the business men and the
bankers of the city, who hold
thelr breath as they contemplate the
outsomoe of the next few months, Early in
the season times were very prosperous here
In the mountaims und everything indicated
thint this was to be oue of the bonanza years
for Colorado, Looking at matters in that
Hght the moerohants in the mining camps
and the surrounding towns ordered yery
hoavily of the wholesalers, who in turn
placed the largest orders thut they ever
mado. Then the crash came and a
fow days thereafter the small dealers
cancelled their orders, which compolled the
wholesale dealers in this city to do the salmy
Now the stores are comparatively ocmoy,
with no immedinte prospeot of selling what
stocks are wow on hand. There are some
who allege that the action of the retallors
wis speedy and il advised, but o tour
through the smaller towns falls to furnish
the pwoof of any evidence of prosperity, In
alinosy overy camp nothing but empty cubins,
or mwiners who are on the very verge of
poverty, meot the gaze, whero only a fow
weoks ago the valleys were busy with the
hum of Industey,

In this city, only as long ago as lnst Satur-
day, oach of the leading merchauts dis-
chargoed one-hmlf the clerks that were in
theie employ. Banks have let out thoelr

clevks, and the protessionnl men huve sent |

thelr stenographers o their homes.
Why They Dou't Go to Farmiong,

The question Is frequently asked why the
men do not turn from mining pursuits and
ougnge in farming in the fertilo valleys that
lie between the mountain rangest This is
easily answered by oue of the old-timers and
% business man of this vity, who lu conversa-
tion today suid:

‘Ut s teue that 5,000 of the mivers could
g0 to ralsing wheat, corn and produce, but
what would they do with what they raised?
Iv is too far to ship to Chicago, or nuy of

tho enstorn markets, and with ail aof
the mines idle, the product of one
largoe  furm  would gilut the home

market and send prices down 10 the lowest
ebh, No, wo are silver proauvoers, and
thorein rests the whole of our future pros-
perity. With that we go higher than the
clouds and  with that we go lower than the
dopths of the grave. There is nothing left
for usbut mines and mining, With the
wines clossd wo areina worse condition
than  ure tho resilonts of the agricultural
states wheu thelr crops are & total fallupe,
As lo such tlmes thoy have other resources
which they cun turn Lo some Aavautage.

FIERCE FIGUTING IN 5AMOA.

King Malleton Attnckt and Defents the
Foress of Matanfa.

Aria, Samon (vin San Fraoeison), Aug, 4.
—The long predicted war in Sumon has been
commenced and finisheda by the interven-
tion of the three powers putting a decisive
ond to the trouble,

The first outhreak of hostilities ncourred
on July 7, when the royal forces
sturted to march on  Malie, Matasfa's
catmp, They ecaptured the out post
and  disarmed  the four men in
it, aftor which they were set at liberty.
Next day the war actually began and the
first blood shied. Mataafa's loss is estimated
at  thirty killed and twenty wounded,
Muatuafa's forces were scattered. Malie-
ton  ecarefully planoed the attack and
but for the accidental discharge of a gun,
which precipitated the conflict, Matanfa's
forces would have been oxterminated,

Malictoa and his chiefs becams impationt
at what they conmidered the Indifference of
the threc powers und determined to take the
mattor into their own hands and theadvance
upon Malie was begun, One section of the
king's army was scnt through the bush
with orders to sproad out snd connect with
the other sections. Below Malie a third
section. accompanied by an armed floey of
fifteen boats, sailing cloae to the shore, went
along the beach, According to the plan
Matanfa was to be hemmed inon all sides.
The accidentad discharge of a gun precipi-
tated the conflict before the eirele around
Mutanfa was completed,

Commencement of the Fight.

The followers of Malicton and adherents of
Matanfa met, Botn lines oxtended from the
ocean  beach  three or four miles
into the interior. A large detach-
ment of Matanfa's men was stationed in
the cattle yards, and us the king's men ad-
vanced the wen on Mataafa's line recognized
friends and ealled out cordial greotings.
Hand shnkes were indulged in and it seomed
as if friendly relations would be re-estab-
lished, Ong ferocious old warrior named
Patu, however, urgod the king's men back
into the ranks, when somebody fired a shot,
and the fight commonced. The firing soon
became general and dendly.

On the beach opposite the eattle vards
were postod & number of the king's men.
Matnafa's men agvanced to the wall and
wore exposed o a raking fire. Another de-
tachment of Malictos's troops took advantage
of anopening in the side of the wall and
poured in repeated deadly volleys. Thoe
Mntaafites were forced to abundon the
stock yards and retroat to the shelter
of another stone wall & little dis-
tance into the brush. Here they made
# stand and Malictoi's forces retired. When
thoy attacked the place next morning
Matanfa und his warriors had tled to Malie.

Fiftoen heads were brought in triumph
to the king, it being the custom
nf Samonn's to decapitate all killed, or even
wounded, enemles,
those of two women, but it is helieved they
were killed by mistiake, though they took an
netive purt in the lght,

Mntantn's Excape,

Matanfa and followers made their escane
in boats to the adjoining islnnd of Manono,

On July 13 King Malietoa sent un ultima-
tum to Matanfa demunding that he sur-
render himself and chinfs, the sole condition
belog that their lives would be spurcd. No
reply was made to this,

On July 16 the British man-of-war Ka-
toombn arrived at Apin, bringing joint in-
structions from the powers that the rebol-
lion must be sublued, The communders of
the British and German war ships and consuls
the three pawoers held a consoltation. It wis
decided to demand Mataafa's surrender and
the British and German war ships (thers
wias no American vessel there) sailed for
Manono, ‘I hey arrived early on the morning
of July 18 und sent word to Matoafs that if ne
aid not surrender before 1 p. m. his onmp
would be shelled by the ships and Malieton's
warriors landed. As the Matanfites are
weak in numbers and short of ammunition,
they would have beon slaughtered hud this
program been carrled out,

Prociamntion by the Powers,

After Mataafa and followers had boarded
the war ships the consuts of the three
powers issued a proclamation to the Samoans
that Mutaafa nnd his chiefs had surrendered,
and that the war was over, concluding with
warning that any further disturbance would
be suppressed by the men-of-war.

Mnlimuu'n nrmy consisted of about 1,000
fighting men, srmed with rfles, axes and
long kunives. Maliotoa's nrmy was far
superior to Mutanfa's, He also had the ad-
vantage in socuring the nld of tribes which
Matanfa hai counted upon to back him,

After the battle esch man who had the
luck to cut a bead off an euemy marched
through tho strects of Apin with it They
wilked up the strects yelling like fiends,
with oyes staring from their sockets with
excltement aod throwing the severed honds
about ke base balls, the blood delpping all
over tho bearers,  Many heads were brought
in this manner, ana, after being exhibitea
nbout town, were prosented to Mulicton us
trophies of war., Matasfa lost sixteen
killed and seventeen wounded; Malistoa's
loss was four killed and twelve wounded,

CASTOR'S WORK CONTINUES.

Nebraska Land Offioss Receive Some Atten~"
tion from the Patronage Distributor,

HOW CONSOLIDATIONS WILL BE MADE

Bloomington Distriet Wil Be Abollshied at
Onee and that Territory Attadhen to
the MoCook Nintion —-More New
Postmastera Adnonnoed,

National Committesman ‘Toblas Castor
spent somo hours this morning nt the gen-
eral land office examining the makeup of the
land districts of Nabraska, He was tinally
told that the department had determined to
abolish but three of the Nebraska land of-
fices, and that the only ono up to this time
that had been marked for obliteration from
the land map was the one at Bloomington.
Allof the territory in that district will be
attached to the MeCook district.

It was the inclination of the general land
office to abolish the MeCook office, but a
close exnmination of the conditions surround-
ing that district lod to the conclusion that
that office must be mamtained. The other
offices which are to be abolished lie, it is
sald, one on the extreme northern portion of
the stute, and the other probably in the
southern section, The oMco at Lincoln will,
of course, be kept open till all others are
closed,

It was the purpose at first, in abolishing
the several ofices which must go in Ne-
braska, to divide the territory in a8 equal
manuer as possible among the districts
which will be maintained. but that eannot
be done,  To divide up the tecritory in  dis-
tricts whose offices are abolished would re
quire o vast amount of clesleal work in the
oftice here, the making of new maps and the
issuance of new papers to the offlees re-
tained. There would have to be a general
reconstruction of all districts in the state,
%) the three headless districts will be nte
wnched as a whole to the districts adjoining
them witich edan best look after their inter-
ests, Inorder to doclde upon a desirable
distribution of the officeless territory a new
liand map of Noeoraska is being prepared.
When this is completed, which will be ina
few days, Mr. Castor will assist in reaching
conclusions for a redistribution of the terri-
tory. Then will come the shake-up among
the land offices of Nebraska,
